Lay on a 
slice of the pineapple making the cir- 
cle of cake fit the circle of pineapple, 
cover with another circle of cake, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar and 
serve with whipped cream or a sauce 
made from the Juice of the canned 
pineapple. Thicken a cupful of the 
juice with two tablespoonfuls of hut- 
ter, bubbling hot add two of flour and 
when -well mixed pour on the Juice.

rect question whether it was a Ger-

cided on at today’» cabinet meeting. 
Secretary Lansing explained that 
while the evidence so far obtained 
was fragmentary in character, it in­ 
dicated that the survivor» of the Sus­ 
sex saw the "wake” of a torpedo just 
before the explosion which shattered 
the vessel. 
Because of this fact, the 
, cabinet decided that it w ould be a 
proper question to propound to Ber­ 
lin as to whether Germany accepted 
the responsibility.

placed the name of his own. firm ia 
Kingston on this boi. 


Smith & Herrick later complained 


that their case of shoes had not been 
delivered at the Boston address and 
the New York Central officials started 
an investigation. A workman told of 
having seen 
Yallum marking the 


cases and an investigation was made. 
The Central officials discovered an ex- 
tra box of shoes in the consignment 
to the Kingston firm and upon the 
advice of Detect!', e Macri the address 
of Yallum and Alcon was erased from 
the extra case and the old Boston ad- 
dress restored. 


Later the New York Central offi- 


cials received 
a demand from the 


Kingston men for $108 for a case of 
shoes. 
They claimed that they re- 


ceived only 20 cases when the\ 
should have received 21. 
It was af- 


ter the receipt of this communication 
that the railroad company made the 
complaint against the Kingston men 
which resulted in their arraignment 
Monday.—Albany Argus.
